SonictliliiK^ About' the Army lof 
Coniuiercinl Travelers of tlie 
Conn try. 

An investigatqyof aoqurftte^mind has 
calculated there are now about 80,000 
traveling saloamen on the road in this 
country, and that their e-xpense ac 
counts alone will average §1 ,i"'00 a year 
each. He anvft: "Tiiis uuian.s an outlay 
of $130,000,000 a year, and if you 
count an average salary of $1,000 a 
year it will awell the total to .?200,- 
000,000 a year. This immanse sum is 
scattered all over the Unitod States. It 
keeps up tho hotels, and i.s one of the 
most important items of railroad pas- 
senger receipt-;, TIhi olisracter of tho 
traveling Hale.snuui hiM ohuuged within 
a decade past. You will find very few 
boys and fewer drunkards upon the 
road. The competition is so great and 
the expense so heavy that the firms 
have to nenil out their best men, and 
salarie.H of $;5,0UO and §.5,000 a year 
are by no iiieanin uiicoininoii. 

'•These traveling men sell ?11 aorts of 
soods. Some of the'na carry a half doi: 
on hi avy trunks and Others carry their 
samples in tl>eir overcoat pocket.". 
One man J know gets §;i,000 a year 
for selling the skin-s whioh butcliars 
I'Ut around sausages. He dre.saes like i\ 
Broadway swell and carries his samples 
in a bag no larger than a lady's shop- 
ping satchel. The best of suoh skins 
are made in Europe, and butchers buy 
of him everywhere. Then there is a 
man I know who travol.s ftoin Bo.stoii 
to S'ln Fraiicisco and .seil.s nothing but 
one grade of boot l>hiokiiiy'. Some trav- 
elers sell by pioturea of tln' artiivc-; 
they have to sell. Olothing forms the 
largest class of drumu)«rt, and next 
come those who sell hoots and shoes. 
Thi!n wo have the ilry goods salesman, 
the grocer, the hard ware men, hats and 
caps and others as iiuiiiKrous as there 
are trades and factories, 

"Traveling men,'' this gentleman 
contiaued, "are, as a rule, bright gen- 
erous fellows. They sjiond freely, and 
many of tiieni, when Khey become old 
and leave tho road, find themselves 
poor. Wo have now a project to take 
care of disabled traveling men. It is a 
traveling men's home, to be endowed 
by traveling men and to fan devoted to 
their use. The idea is that each of these 
60,000 travelora is to giv^ $1 a year 
for the next three years to such an in- 
stitution. TLiis will make a total of 
§240,000, and fro in this we will buy a 
farm in Kentucky, or some other good 
ocality, and eres.;; comfortable biiiJd 
ings, with reading-rooms, parlors and 
clianihats, so that the , occupants can 
have all the comforts of life during 
their declining years. We will further 
endow the home by a year or two more 
of contributions, and tho institutioii 
will be under tho care of a competent 
board of managers. This project is, j 
understand, to be submitted t« the 
next annual meeting of the merchant 
travelers. It has many supporter.s 
among traveling salesmen, and I will 
not be surprised if it is carried out." 

UEI^AITED DiSiPA'a'CIIES. 

EASTERN STATES, 
New YoiiK, Juno 1(5.— \V. B. Thom- 
son, the young bridegroom who killed 
his wife at tho yturtevant House yes- 
terday and tired four bullets into h's 
own body, did not die during the night. 
At noon to-day he was resting quietly 
under the influence of morphine, after 
an undisturbed night. He bad deceiv- 
ed his bride as to his paeans' and wau 
ponnileaa, 

Raci.ne, (Wis>.), Juno 16. — An at- 
tempt was made last night, to assassin- 
ate M. M, Seoor, proprietor of an ex- 
tensive trunk t^stablishment in this 
city, by placing a dynamite bomb in 
the driveway of his yard. There must 
have been some hitch in tho program, 
as Secor drove through about 10:30 
and had stal)lGd his horse and gone into 
his house heforo the explosion occurred. 
John Jambors, a Bohemian of Milwau- 
kee, was severely injured by the ex 
plosion and left a trail of blood through 
the town whioh was plainly visible to- 
day. A warrant has been issued for his 
arrest. 

Tho greattifit excitement prevailed. 
The explosion was terrilic and was 
hoard by residents of all parts of town, 
Jnmbers was severely hurt, both legs 
and his 'Oody being frightfully cut. Ho 
claims that he was on liis way to tho 
de|>ot and wiien ho wae o))po3ite the 
reaidence of Secor the explosion occur- 
red. Portions of the bomb are now in 
the hands of the police, fro(n which it 
appears that the bomb was at. least 
eight inches in diameter. Secor served 
one term as mayor. No reasons for the 
attempt upon his life aio known.

THJS NOVA SCOTIA SKCEaHION. 

Tho dispatches inform ua that tho local 
govornmont of Nova Scotia on going back 
to the country for ro-electfou on the re- 
peal iB3ue has beea returned by a sweep- 
ing niftjorily. Thia ovoiit was quito un- 
expoctod throughout tho Dominion, and 
to the "Socoah" party itaolf will be a 
genuine, and of couise agreoablo, sur- 
prise. Prumier Fielding in hia wildeal 
dreams could not have anticipated auoh a 
result, fraught, alas t trith disaster to 
Nova Scotia and trouble to the Dominion. 
To wnat causes can be traced this tleci- 
BiVQ Bocion of the people of that proviiico I 
lb it tluit desira for change which has 
beon the active source of many such 
niovoments in the world's history, a blind 
impulse driving men ahead they know not 
whither, only trusting to fate that (ill will 
bd well J History is replete with such 
Utopian dreams, but rarely have tliuy 
))eun fultillud. It has been oonduaively 
shown during the present agitation in 
Nova Scotia that under oonfoderation 

' that province has baou fairly and equit- 
ably treated by tho Dominion, and that 
the volume of trade has expanded to a 
remarkable degree. Since confederation 
the Dominion haa aasumed a Nova Scotia 
debt of about ^9,000,000, a'ad has ex- 
ponded over §21.000,000 in public works. 
The shipping of the province has inoreascd 
B7 per cent. ; the output of coal from 
51):"), 000 to 1,400,000 tons; tho tiihories 
trom §2,400,000 to 5^4,000,000; exports of 
animalu and tlieir products i.'uO per cent.; 
and the total exports from §4,503,308 to 
§8,030,638. It haa been shown as well 
that the paid up capital in banks haa in- 
crca.sod 2(j0 per.cont, ; specie, 200 per cent.; 

. deposits, 500 por cent., and govornmont 
BHviiiga bank deposits, 1,117 per cent. 
It haa, too, been conclusively proved that 
the import of raw materials haa increased 
from one-twontieth to ono-fifth of the to- 
tal imports, while tho province manufac- 
tures now $5,000,000 more of goods and 
pays out annually ,,^1,000,000 more in 
-nagos to mechanics than she did in 1875. 
Then, to cap tho climax, it haa beon 
shown that tho coal sent to the other pro- 
vinces of Canada now exceeds tho whole 
export of coal before confederation, and 
that in all the other inter-provinoial lines 
of trado similar resiilts have followed con- 
federation. It might well be asked with 
those facts before her hnw could Nova 
Sootia dochiro fur sucosaion ( However, 
shohuadohi: :ji>; but wo iniagiiie her in- 
sane auheino will never oome 
to fruition. Fortunately, Mr. Field- 
ing and his grit following 
have not all to say in the matter. The dis- 
memberment of tt a Dominion oauuot be 
attained at the mere whim and oapricn of 
any solf-Heokiug politicians. Happily Mr. 
Fielding cannot votf: the province out of 
confedoratiou, and ho well knows it; nordo 
•we believe he would nbaudon the 
\mion if ho coulo, unless now for 
mere sha:uie8's cake. Tho object of 
the scheme is too apparent. As we had 
ocoaaiou before to polut out, the Nova 
Scotia government being strictly a liberal 
government is not in sympathy with the 
Federal government, and has by all the 
ii),".ohinatious it could devise attempted to 
defeat, or at least embarrass, it in every 
possible way. Those failing utterly, and 
tho Dominion govommcnt b'jcomiug more 
strongly intrenched each year in tho uflfec- 
tions of tho people of Nova Scotia, ac all 
the bye-elections have shown, this happy 
(?) expedient is hit upon, and is expeotea 
to accomplish the desired ond. "Better 
terms" yronld bo the price of submission, 
and then the wayward sheep would return 
to the fold. 'NVe have little doubt that the 
Jtlaodonald government wilt retain the 
mastery which they now hold in Nova 
Scotia when they again appeal to the peo- 
ple. Tho niaritimo province grita and their 
Ontario allies are now iu high feather. 
What matters it to them that our coii- 
Btitution should bo shattered if they can 
only upon its ruins gain possession of the 
reins of pjwer 1 Not a single gfit joarnal 
in Canada has had the manliness to stand 
up against this aoditinua socoasion move- 
ment. They quote the disloyal utter- 
ances of their maritime province allies, 
and if not straightforward unouj^h tu say 
anything in its favor, are scrupulpusly 
careful to say nothing against it. Dis- 
union, diamemberment lu.d disloyalty 
have long been the main supports of the 
grit party platform. As has been pro- 
perly said, "it iJ the party, that having 
failed, and signally failed, iu all its other 
designs against the civil, religious and 
eommeroial interests of this vast country, 
again seoks to wreck our constitution., 
rend* tho union, and ruin the state in the 
vain hope that it may be left, like the 
jackals and crows, to feast upon the sad 
relics of a bitter contest," 

THE FISHERY TROUBLE. 

The sturdy attitude of the Canadian 
government in excluding A.mQrican fisher- 
nion from Caiiadian waters has brought 
the Gloucester Cshiiig industry to a stand- 
still. Tho Toronto Alail says that kirgQ 
sobools of fine fat mackerel, have been ob- 
served on the Canadian coast and im- 
mense catches have beon made by the 
Canadian fishermen; but the Gloucester 
men, being confined to American waters, 
have hiid slim success in their operations. 
Tho iloot which wont south has landed 
few mackerel, and the catch on the Glou- 
oester coast is not large. So pooL- has tho 
yield been that some of the owners do not 
thmk of fitting out their vessels again. 
Tho buaine.'ia of tho town is also said to be 
suB'ering. Hitherto tho Canadians who 
have. manned American voasela have pur- 
chased largely; but now they buy no- 
thing, and all tho stores are feeling the 
ptnoh oonsequent upon the loss of busi- 
ness. From Newport, R. I., a similar 
report is sent. Tho American fishnrmon, 
practically oiuludod from tho best fishing 
grounds, have lost their occupation, and 
are calling loudly upon tho United States 
governmont to gain for them by force the 
privileges they would not have by treaty. 
I'ho utifortunate turn affairs have taken 
was predicted by the more enlightened 
Araotican writers when the abrogation of 
tho fishery clauses of the Washington 
treaty was proposed. Later, when a new 
treaty, was.auggesled, the same view was 
advanced. But the Gloucester fishermen 
knew bettor than their boat, because moat 
rational, friends. In a mpinorid! address- 
ed to Congress in 1884 they declared that 
the Canadian fisharias wore not of tho re- 
motest value to them. For the alleged 
reason, therefore, that the right to fish in 
Canadian waters was of no value to the 
Americans the treaty was abrogated and 
the attempts to renew it were frustratad. 
Now, judging by tho tremendous outcry 
from Giouceator and vicinity, it would 
ueera that the valuation lut upon the Oa- 



nadian fiahefies was altogether incorrect. 
In shorti^thq :,Glaucester j tcenv.^dcfceived 
fKemaelves ahd their logislu'tors' in their 
representations on the aubjocC, and are 
sufTering iu consequouce. Tho Glouces- 
ter fishermen are now asking Congress to 
place heavy duties on Canadian fresh fish, 
and vi increase those on salted fiah, a bill 
with those ends in view baving boeu in- 
troduced. In a' word^^ the Glducoater 
men having grossly misled the American 
people, are now coolly proposing to fiiio 
them. It niuat bo burno in mind that a 
high duty on Canadian caught fish is no 
solution to the ditiiculty. It rather ag- 
gravates it, for v/hilo it loaves tho fisher- 
men where they are, so far as their busi- 
ness is oonoerDedi it is isalcnlated to im- 
pair the large American fish trade carried 
on with the Indies. -The true euro for 
the dilliculty is not taxation but a treaty, 
and this our neighbours can got if they 
will but s&y the word.

Mr. Wm. Whyto, f,'eneral superintend 
ent Eastern Division Canadian Pacific 
railway, was lately in Toronto, wheiw «e 
waa met by a reporter of the OlOQB. Mr. 
Why'e aaid a change had been made in 
tho uauioa of the diviaiona, end instead 
of lii.i diviaion boiiiK known as the East- 
ern, Ontario, and Queboc diviaiona, tho 
throe had been ainalguniated under the 
name of the Eastern division. The 
rumors whioli havo been ailuat as to the 
opening of the through line to the Pacific- 
coast were mentioned, and Mr. Whyto 
said that the time now aot for Iho open- 
ing viaa the 28lh of thu pruaunt mouth. 
The road itaolf was practically leady for 
opening, but they were waiting for cars 
and locomotivea, without which it would 
be imposaible tu keep up the working of 
tho road. Tlie train for Winnipeg in- 
stead of leaving Montreal at 2 p.m., aa 
at preaonl, and Toronto at 9;25n.in., 
would leave at 8 p.m. from Montreal and 
p.m. from Toronto. Tlie time to Port 
Arthur will bo shortened hy about four 
hours on the Ltike Superior section, be- 
tween Cartier and Port Arthur. Thu 
train will roach Eloron Hay about 7 
o'clock in tho morning, and pasaomjora 
will thus 1)0 oiiubled to view tho mag- 
nificent aconery on the north shoru of 
Lake Superior, which ia now tinpoasiblo, 
because of tho train passing through dur- 
ing the night. The train from Toronto 
leaving at 5 p.ni will arrive at Carleton 
Junction about 12Ai> p.m., and will havu 
a slueptir attiichud to North l!ay, wliore n 
transfer will be made to tho Montreal 
sletpor.

^ Af CHAPTJBM ON RATS. 

A Remarkablb Raid MadE bV ;RATs;apa» 
A Poultry Yard near '8 ' ib. 

llats are said to have been introduc- 
ed into Europe about tbe aixtoenth 
century, and frotu tlioro brought to 
America by means of ships which they 
infeat'and are thus conveyed to every 
part o£ the world, some ot" them g«t 
.ting.ashore at every port sind establfsh- 
— ing new colonies, so luat, they mo now 
common almost everywhere that com- 
nierco extonda. They are said to mulli 
ply amazingly in the aewera of towns, 
in the latter situation ibe^r really ren- 
der good service in the promotion of 
pnblic health, acting as scavengers and 
devouring animal and vegetable sub 
stancog, the putrification of which 
would otherwise be productive of pes- 
tilence. They are known to migrate 
from place to place sometimeij in vast 
numbo^a, and feed indiscriminately up- 
on almost any kind of animal or ♦ vege- 
table food. In proof of this we desire 
to relate a most remarkable attack 
which luus hijcii made upon the poult- 
ry yard of S. \Y. Guiues, near Scio, in 
thib county. 

Mr. (iainea has probably the largest 
and best blooded stock of turkeys, 
ducks, geese and chickens to be found 
in Oregon or the north Pacitio co-nst, 
taking twenty-Qve preiniuraH at the 
state fair. lie has been very huccphk- 
ful ill hatching yount,' fowls. Four 
weeks ago Lo had COO fowls, all of 
which would soon be ready for the 
market, worth on an average $1 each; 
now he hasn't ao many, and all caused 
by rats. Tliere auddenly appeared up- 
on his place hundreds of thewe jieatifer- 
ouij rodents and his little chickens be- 
gan to disappear. He bought several 
boxes of "Rough on Bats" and strych- 
nine, but the number of rats did not 
diminibh. He at one time killed three 
chickens, and covering them with 
Htrychninp, placed them in a bos and 
in thvsc niglits they were entirely de- 
voured except the bones and feathers. 
During one afternoon and the follo*'ing 
day Mr. Gaines, a.saisted by two neig- 
bors and four dogs, killed 452 rats,' and 
since then be has killed 400 more, and 
yet there are plenty left. Several 
nights a^o he covered a hen and a 
brood of chickens in a box and the next 
morning all were dead, the hen hoing 
a large Plymouth Rock weighing eight 
pounds. Last Friday afternoon thoy 
killed eleven ducks' being every young 
one he had left, inside of two hours 
and dracs:ed thi-:m off into holes. Out 
of the COO young fowls iMr. Gaines han 
but 2')0 left, and these aro rnpidljr be- 
ing killed. The loss is quite a severe 
one to Mr. Gaines, and if some amart 
young man desires to make a »mall 
fortune he has only to rid this farm of 
these troublesome peats. — Albany Her- 
ald.

The annexation of the Kermadoc Is- 
lands is a good example of the manner 
in which the territory and responsibili 
ties of the Empire keep on increasing 
in spite of ourselves. The Kermadecs 
are "unconsidered trii'les" in reality; 
they aro a few rocky uninhabited is- 
lands (save for a few white waifa 
thrown up by the ocean, and even their 
existence is uncertain) about six-hun- 
dred miles to the north-east of New 
Zealand, on the way to Fiji, and sev 
eral hundred miles east of Norfolk is- 
land. There is said to be no anchor- 
ago in the little archipelago, so that on 
tho whole it would be difticulL to find 
a more solitary spot on the face of tho 
globe. Yet we hoist our flag over it, 
not because there is a chance that it will 
ever be of the smallest use to us, but 
merely in order that others may not 
plant their flag there, and so be an 
annoyance to New Zealand and ^Aus- 
tralia. To make the South Pacific an 
Australasian lake is, we know, the am- 
bition of some important personages in 
the colonica, and there is no reason 
why we should not go on annexing 
every foothold in the South seas as we 
shsvfc just done tho Kermadecs. 

SSi€c at Wcddiiie^s. 

The danger of tho custom of throw- 
ing rice at weddings has just been ex- 
nmplifieil. The vicar of St. James the 
Less, Bcthnalgreen, has for many years 
soleinnixed tho ceremony of iiiarriago 
free to any who choose to avuii them- 
selves of his kindness. It is usual for 
the friends to wait outside and give 
the couple a reception with a shower 
of rice, and to such an extent has the 
practice grown that tho neighboring 
grocers keep parcels ready packed for 
tho occasion. The brides are generally 
protected by their veils; tho Inide- 
grooms are less fortunate, and tho 
other day one of them received several 
grains in hia tyes. When he raised his 
arm to shield hiniKclf a fre.tb fusilnde 
was opened upon him, and it was only 
wijen he staggered hack in pain t!;at it 
dawned upon his friends that tlioy had 
given bim a reception with more vigor 
than discretion.
